MARKET FORECAST: 


Prices Steady — Marketing Stable 


CATTLE FINISHERS will keep markets well supplied with fed grades, but are not likely 
to ship faster than in the last two or three months. While increasing 
competition from other meats may cause a little further weakness, no sharp 
sell-off is likely during the rest of the year. Recent sales have been larger 
and, in the Cornbelt, replacement purchases have been smaller than last 
year. Numbers on feed probably are only slightly larger than a year ago. 





GRASS CATTLE sales are likely to rise to the year's peak this month and push prices a 
little lower. Although local shortages of winter feed may force sales of 
some range cattle, many will go to other grazing regions. Any increase in 
Slaughter supplies, especially grass steers and heifers, over a year ago, is 


likely to be moderate. 








STOCKER AND FEEDER cattle prices probably will hold fairly steady through the rest of 
the year. More yearlings and calves will have to be sold this year, but 
finishers still have much buying to do. Current prices $2-$3 lower than in 
the last quarter of 1959, along with lower feeding costs, may be enough to 
offset the drop in fat cattle prices expected in 1961. 





SELL FED CATTLE as they reach good finish for their kind on moderate price rallies. 
Don't band on a sizable rise in the next month or two. Avoid big weights and 
high finish. They may top the market, but cost much more to produce. Sell 
off-grade grassers ahead of the pre-winter clean-up that may weaken November 
Markets. Buy feeders carefully on weak market days or in drouthy regions. 
Get some cost-reducing gain on fall pasture. Watch health of purchases closely. 





HOG PRICES probably had three-fourths of their fall decline in August when receipts 
failed to drop as much from a year previous as the pig survey led the in- 
dustry to expect. Whatever prices do in the meantime, the main trend probably 
will rise again from late fall to midwinter. Hog-corn and hog-barley price 
ratios will be moderately profitable through late fall and winter. The 
drastic early price drop will slow expansion plans and prolong the up phase 


of the present hog cycle. 











KEEP TOPPING out on strong price rallies. With new corn lowering cost, it will pay to 
feed to 220-230 lbs. or a little more. Plan on favorable prices through the 
first eight or nine months of 1961. Mate sows and gilts for February pigs 
to sell next August. Pick up any bargains in feeder pigs for which you have 


facilities and feed. 


LAMB MARKETS are near the bottom. This year's larger crop, heavy range sales because 
of drying feed and slow buying of feeders that let some light-fleshed lambs 
go to packers put prices down early. They're likely to stay low another 
month or two, then improve slowly through the winter. Sell fat lambs on any 
50-75 cent price bulge. Buy feeders soon while they're on the bargain counter. 





WOOL PRICE MOVES will continue small. Gains from holding, at best, won't be much more 
than cost of carrying. Might as well let fall-shorn wool go on a strong bid. 


Support stays at 62 cents for the 1961 clip. 
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Market Forecast (continued) 


DAIRY PRICES will be seasonally firm to higher this month and next. Milking herds are 
down to 19.2 million head, lowest in the 3l-year record. Count on steady to 


Slightly better returns for another year. 


FEED GRAIN production same as last season. However, demand may be slightly less 
through the feeding year ahead. Fewer hogs and hens will use less and cattle 


won't take enough more to make up the difference. 


CORN PRICE decline probably will continue another month, possibly longer if 
much of the crop is high in moisture. Sorghum prices will be near bottom 
in October. If you have dry corn, store it and buy cheap wet corn for early 
feeding. Buy sorghum if delivered cost per pound is 15 per cent or more 


below corn. 


OATS AND BARLEY prices will have a slow seasonal rise of 5 to 10 per cent by January. 
Hold your surplus until winter. Stock up soon if you'll need more for feeding. 


BUY PROTEIN feed moderately ahead on any sizable price dip this month. Prices probably 
will move higher by winter. With prices lower than a year ago and feeding 
ratios better, plan to use optimum amounts. Soybean meal and animal 
proteins will be best buys. 


HAY PRICES will move up 10 per cent or more by January. Put a stiff price on your 
Surplus. If you're short, buy more soon or contract for later delivery.

AUTOMATION i in Your CATTLE FEEDLOT 


Can everyone afford Automation? These are facts and figures 


By Dr. Roy Van Arsdall 


@ TECHNOLOGY HAS CREAT- 
ED new equipment that reduces the 
labor and cuts the cost of handling 
feed for beef cattle. As the number 
of possible feeding methods increas- 
es, however, the problem of choosing 
the most economical one becomes 
more complicated. 

U. S. Department of Agriculture 
economists, cooperating with the IIli- 
nois Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, have been studying the econ- 
omics of different kinds of equip- 
ment in cattle-feeding operations. 

A recently completed study an- 
alyzes important alternatives for 
handling steer calves fed corn silage 
and concentrates in drylot for 330 
days. It was assumed that the farm- 
er was free to build an efficient lay- 
out without hindrance from existing 
buildings. Chief jobs considered 
were getting feed out of storage 
and moving it to the cattle. 


Unloading Silage 

> Removing silage from an up- 
right silo is a difficult task when 
done by hand. The high rank that 
it takes in the list of disagreeable 
livestock chores is indicated by the 
large numbers of mechanical un- 


loaders on farms too smal] to jus- 


tify an unloader economically. 
A comparison of the costs of un- 
loading silos by hand and by ma- 


chine is given in Figure 1. Two

that you can rely on in figuring your operation. 


main points are brought out: (1) 
The importance of having enough 
volume over which to spread the 
high fixed costs of the machine 
methods, and (2) the influence of 
the labor rate in determining the 
least-cost method. 

When labor is figured at $1.00 an 
hour, nearly 350 beef cattle are 
necessary to justify an unloader for 
corn silage. Increasing the value of 
labor to $2.00 greatly raises the 
cost of the hand method. The ma- 
chine method then becomes a rea-

sonable alternative with about 150 
cattle. The value of labor has little 
effect on the cost of the machine 
method, as shown by the small shift 
in the unloader cost curves. 

Grass silage is harder to handle 
than corn silage; so the break-even 
points between methods come at low- 
er volumes. 


Investment in 


Distributing Systems 

®» Farmers can choose from at 
least a half dozen methods for dis- 
tributing feed. Most are independent 
of the method of removing feed from 
storage. Four systems for finishing 
steer calves in drylot were analyzed 
in this study. The equipment for de- 
livering feed included a basket, or- 
dinary wagon, self-unloading wagon, 
and mechanical bunk feeder, 

These four systems varied con- 
siderably in the amount of invest- 
ment necessary (Fig. 2). Outlay for 
the basket and ordinary wagon sys- 
tems was mostly for feed bunks. 

The cost of self-unloading wagons 
was figured at $1,400 to $2,400 de- 
pending on the number of animals 
to be fed. Twenty per cent of the 


cost was charged to other farm uses. 
Other major expenditures were for 


fenceline bunks and a gravel drive. 
Tractors were not counted as an in- 


vestment in Figure 2. 
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Mechanical feeders can be pur- 
chased in more finely divisible units 
than self-unloading wagons. The in- 
vestment in mechanical feeder, how- 
ever, increases more rapidly with in- 
creases in the size of drove. Esti- 
mates place the cost of bunks, con- 
veyors, meters, wiring, and other 
necessary parts at just under $1,000 
for a 50-head drove and just over 


$8,000 for 800 head. 


Operating Costs 

» These four methods of distrib- 
uting feed range from the low cap- 
ital-high labor combination of basket 
feeding to the high capital-low labor 
combination of the mechanical feed- 
er. 
The cost of hand feeding ap- 
proaches $4.00 per animal with 
droves of 50 cattle. With increases 
in drove size, it rises rapidly be- 
cause of the greater distances to 
walk. Hand feeding is the least ex- 
pensive method for droves smaller 
than 50 head. Farmers with small 
droves, however, may justify other 
methods by valuing their time above 
$1.00 an hour, by ignoring the over- 
head costs of equipment already 
owned, or by being willing to pay 
the costs to reduce drudgery. 

The tractor-powered systems pre- 
sent somewhat of a dilemma in cal- 
culating costs. Some farmers reason 
that fuel is the only real cost of 
using their tractors in the feedlot. 
According to engineering tests, how- 
ever, barnyard use of tractors, par- 
ticularly in cold weather, results in 
more wear and tear than field work. 
Also, a tractor used with feeding 
equipment is often unavailable for 
other purposes. 

Evidence suggests that a full 
hourly charge, including all over- 
head and operating costs, is the most 
realistic way to figure tractor use 
in the feedlot. When figured on this

basis, the cost of feeding with an 
ordinary wagon is $4.00 or more per 
steer for all sizes of droves. 

Ordinary wagon feeding does not 
compete with the other methods at 
any volume of operation. Costs for 
this method are therefore not includ- 
ed in Figure 3, which compares costs 
for .self-unloading wagons and me- 
chanical feeders. 

As shown in Figure 3, mechanical 
feeders have their greatest cost ad- 
vantage with droves of moderate 
size. With increases in cattle num- 
bers, the costs of mechanical feeders 
go up more than the cost of self- 
unloading wagons. The fixed costs 
of a self-unloading wagon can be 
spread as thin as working time in 
a day will allow. 

Sometimes new equipment takes 
the hard work out of a job, but does 
not free a man for other work. Most 
mechanical bunk feeders fall into 
this category at present. If the feed- 
er must be attended, it loses its cost 
advantage to the self-unloading 
wagon when drove size exceeds 200 
cattle. If the operator is free to do 
other chores after starting the ma- 
chinery, the feeder is the less ex- 
pensive method up to 500 head. 

A labor value of $2.00 an hour 
raises all cost curves in Figure 3. 
This increases the advantage of the 
mechanical] feeder, as it involves less 
labor than the self-unloading wagon. 
A higher rate of depreciation on 
equipment or a higher rate of inter- 
est on investment would have an op- 
posite effect. 


Making a Choice 

® With droves larger than 200 
head, the cost differences between 
a mechanical feeder and self-unload- 
ing wagon are not great, particular- 
ly when labor is valued above $1.00. 
Owners of large droves can there- 
fore make their choice chiefly on 


the basis of future plans, present 
situation, and personal preference. 

Many farmers cannot start their 
cattle-feeding systems with a “clean 
slate,” as was assumed in this study. 
If plans must be fitted to scattered 
buildings and lots, or if pasture 
feeding is part of the program, the 
self-unloading wagon has a distinct 
advantage. Mobile equipment may 
also be the more practical solution 
on rented farms, and its versatility 
can be an advantage on farms with 
other livestock enterprises in addi- 
tion to beef cattle. 

Mechanical equipment of any kind 
may help a farmer to get a better 
balance of all inputs in his farm 
business. Buildings, livestock equip- 
ment, labor, feedstuffs, and the oth- 
er inputs of livestock production are 
seldom combined in just the right 
proportions. Labor, for example, 
may be fully employed while build- 
ings are used to only 80 per cent 
of capacity. New labor-saving equip- 
ment might, therefore, permit profit- 
able expansion with little or no extra 
cost for housing. 

Some equipment may affect the 
cost of other inputs. A feed mill 
equipped with electrical controls and 
metering devices, for example, re- 
quires less labor than the usual 
tractor-powered mill; and it may 
permit the use of less expensive in- 
gredients. Even quality of the prod- 
uct is sometimes affected by the 
type of equipment. 

Certainly the potential volume 
will be larger in a mechanized opera- 
tion. This increased volume may in- 
crease total net income per man, 
even when mechanization does not 
decrease costs of production. 

If mechanization offers any of 
these possibilities on your farm, be 
sure to compare the costs and ad- 
vantages of the various alternatives 
before making your decision. 4

Do You Use Antibiotics for Swine? 


By K. W. Scott, 


University of Arkansas 


W SINCE 1948, WHEN IT WAS 
discovered that antibiotics affect the 
growth of animals and birds, it has 
been customary to recommend addi- 
tion of antibiotics to the rations of 
growing animals. For pigs the wide 
spectrum antibiotics (antibiotics ef- 
fective against a wide number of or- 
ganisms) normally have been used. 
Of these, Chlortetracyline (Aureo- 
mycin) and Oxytetracycline (Terra- 
mycin) have been used most widely. 

Recently, however, research re- 
ports have shown variable growth 
responses to antibiotics. It is not 
the lack of intestinal organisms that 
causes the lack of growth response 
to antibiotics, nor is it a change in 
the animals. More likely it is an 
alteration in the types of bacteria 
predominating in the intestinal tract 
of the pig. Data from other investi- 
gators have indicated that perhaps 
a combination of antibiotics would 
be more effective than any one 
alone. 

In view of this variable response 
from single antibiotics a trial was 
begun at the Arkansas Agricultural 
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A combination of antibiotics is more effective in stimulating 


swine growth than any one antibiotic alone. 


Experiment Station at Fayetteville 
to test the effectiveness of single 
antibiotics versus combinations of 
antibiotics. The basal corn-soybean 
ration was fortified with vitamins 
and minerals. The treatments were 
as follows: 


> Lot 1—Basal ration. 


> Lot 2—Basal plus Terramycin 
(20 grams per ton). 


> Lot 3—Basal plus 20 grams 
antibiotics per ton composed of 10 


grams Terramycin, 5 grams Olean- 
domycin. 

> Lot 4—Basal plus 20 grams 
antibiotics per ton composed of 10 
grams Terramycin, 5 grams zinc 
bacitracin, 5 grams streptomycin. 


> Lot 5—Basal but without B 
vitamins. 


> Lot 6—Basal without B vita- 
mins plus 20 grams Terramycin. 


»> Lot 7—Basal without B vita- 
mins plus 5% alfalfa meal.

Lots 5, 6, and 7 were used to test 
the effectiveness of antibiotics in the 
absence of B-vitamin supplementa- 
tion and the effectiveness of alfalfa 
in providing the B vitamins for 
growing swine. 

The trial was run in two repli- 
cates. Replicate 1 consisted of seven 
pens of 5 weanling, crossbred pigs 
while replicate 2 consisted of seven 
pens of 4 pigs each, 

Average daily gains and feed ef- 
ficiencies (see table) show that anti- 
biotics are effective in promoting 
growth and also better efficiency in 
utilization of nutrients. The com- 
bination of antibiotics (Lots 3 and 
4) gave higher rates of gain and 
better feed efficiency than did the 
basal ration or a single antibiotic 
alone (Lot 2). Without dietary sup- 
plementation with B vitamins (nia- 
cin, riboflavin, and pantothenic acid) 
neither antibiotics and/or alfalfa ad- 
ditions were effective in promoting 
growth and feed efficiency. 

The combinations of antibiotics 
most effective in promoting growth 
are not established. However, if sin- 
gle antibiotics have lost their effec- 
tiveness under existing production 
conditions, a combination of anti- 
biotics may be effective. The com- 
binations tested here may be used 
but they represent only a small frac- 
tion of the possible combinations. 

These data do not show why the 
combination of antibiotics is more 
beneficial than a single one. How- 
ever, since each antibiotic is highly 
specific in the control of certain 
bacteria, it would appear that the 
action of the antibiotic combinations 
is to affect more species than can 
be affected by a single antibiotic. 

Omitting B vitamins from the ra- 
tion did not result in a serious 
growth depression. This may he ex- 
plained by the fact that all of these 
pigs were raised in regularly cleaned 
pens, and had been adequately nour- 
ished up to the time they were 
placed on this experiment. Pigs store 
minerals and vitamins, and hence 
the lack of dietary vitamins would 
not be serious unti] these stores 
were depleted. <

PERFORMANCE TESTING of Beef Cattle is rapidly spreading 
throughout the United States and many foreign countries. In the US the 
program is sponsored by the State Agricultural Colleges and the Extension 
Service. In 17 States and 3 provinces, industry organized Beef Cattle Im- 
provement Associations are cooperating in the work. These agencies and 
organizations make comparisons of animals within a herd only and do not 
publicize the results of their testing. 


PERFORMANCE REGISTRY INTERNATIONAL is an industry or- 
ganized not-for-profit corporation dedicated to searching out and identifying 
the lines within all breeds, which most nearly produce the beef carcasses 
desired by modern meat markets, and to make such animals immediately 
available to purebred and commercial operators alike.

(a) Certificates of Individual Performance of young animals reg- 
istered in all Beef Breed Associations, that meet or excel their 
standards of excellence.

For Commercial Breeders, it offers: 
Herd accreditation as “A” or “AA” when the sires and dams 
have met or excelled their standards of excellence.

@THE BEEF CATTLE INDUS- 
TRY is on the verge of a volcanic 
eruption in the form of perform- 
ance testing as a method of selection 
of better producing cattle.” F. R. 
Carpenter, Hayden, Colorado told 
over 300 cattlemen at College Sta- 
tion, Texas, recently. 

Challenging the cattlemen to take 
the modern approach, Carpenter 
said that two top problems face the 
industry today. First; efficient, prof- 
itable production for the beef pro- 
ducer and feeders, and, second; a 
quality of beef that will be even 
more pleasing to the consumer. 

He said that the organization of 
which he is president, Performance 
Registry International, supplies the 
tools to accomplish these ends, ‘‘tools 
which are constructively applied by 
establishing uniform performance 
testing procedures. He gave high 
praise to the Extension Service and 
USDA researchers and colleges who 
have all contributed to help give the 
stockman a superior method of selec- 
tion over eye appraisal. 

The PRI, he said, “has set up 
goals which measure standards of 
excellence and give the cattlemen of 
the country something to. aim for 
besides just within herd improve- 
ment.” 

“Main purpose of the organiza- 
tion,” he said, “is to aid the cattle- 
man in searching out and identifying 
those lines within all breeds which 
are producing an acceptable ‘meat 
type’ animal at the desired market 
weights, and to make its offspring 
available to registered and com- 
mercial cattlemen alike.” < 


First Gain Test 
Feeder Calf Sale 


@ TODAY’S CATTLE RANCHER 
no longer can afford to turn loose 
of his critters at the loading chute 
and pay them no-never-mind while 
they go on their way through the 
feedlots to slaughter. 

Successful ranches, particularly 
those with “reputation” herds, long 
have made every effort to check fre- 
quently with the feeder, to obtain 
slaughter reports on grade and yield, 
and to keep tab on how his breeding 
stacks up with all the other millions 
of cattle competing with his each 
year. 


This informal pattern of ‘“‘follow- 
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through” has led to a widespread 
interest in performance-testing on 
the ranch. But this program is 
largely confined to knowing what 
daddy will do and assuming that his 
kids will do as well. 

The next step is to keep close 
watch over the offspring under nor- 
mal feeding methods on a large 
enough scale that variances in feed- 
ers’ management practices will be 
minimized. 

During the coming months such a 
large-scale “on-farm” test is en- 
visioned by sponsors and coopera- 
tors in the nation’s first auction of 
calves from performance tested 
herds at Humboldt, Iowa, October 
ai. 

Certified “gain-tested” calves sold 
through the sale will be weighed 
periodically and their ‘‘doing-abil- 
ity” scientifically checked in a pro- 
gram being worked out by the Hum- 
boldt Livestock Auction, Inc., in con- 
sultation with Iowa Extension Serv- 
ice. 

Idea for the auction and the “on- 
farm” tests came from members of 
such organizations interested in per- 
formance testing as Performance 


Registry International, the Montana 
Beef Performance Association and 
the Northern Plains Feeder Cattle 
Association. Although most of the 
cattle in the sale will come from 
these members, officials of the Hum- 
boldt sales firm indicate that con- 
signments will be accepted from 
ranchers with certified performance 
tested herds anywhere. 

Ranchers are interested in the 
program because they will receive 
exact weight and finishing records, 
and other information on slaughter 
grade, yield and sales price. 

“Such a program of providing 
feeders a wide selection of perform- 
ance tested animals and of them 
providing ranchers with follow- 
through data, is truly a service to 
the industry,” an official of Per- 
formance Registry International 
commented. “We know that gain- 
tested feeders have the potential 
ability to do better in the feedlots 
than cattle perhaps haphazardly 
bred and sorted. Now we can gra- 
phically demonstrate that the per- 
formance testing program has prac- 
tical value to the feeder as well to 
the rancher.” <

The Development of Swine Testing 


MIN HIS ARTICLE on “Why 
Beef Cattle Judging Standards 
Should be Modernized,” Dr. H. H. 
Kildee, Dean Emeritus of Agricul- 
ture at Iowa State College, and one 
of the great living authorities on 
livestock judging, said: 

“Speaking with the brutal 
frankness of a blood rela- 
tive, I am forced to admit, 
nationally, the purebred 
breeders and the commer- 
cial producers of hogs are 
far, far ahead of their beef 
cattle and sheep counter- 
parts, in their knowledge 
and application of live ani- 
mal evaluation in meeting 
market and consumer pref- 
erence.” 


Since a statement like that from 
an authority as well known as Dean 
Kildee, is a challenge to all beef cat- 
tlemen, this magazine soloicited the 
following article from one of the 
best known and respected authori- 
ties connected with the Performance 
Testing and Registering of Swine. 

Performance Registry Interna- 
tional is dedicated to the idea of put- 
ting beef production on a level with 
the production of all other kinds of 
meats. Hence the importance of find- 
ing out what other meat producers 
have done to attain an advanced 
position. < — The Editor 


MIMPROVEMENT OF ANI- 
MALS through breeding depends 
primarily upon selection. Accuracy 
of selection, therefore is of utmost 
importance. Testing represents an 
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effort to increase accuracy in select- 
ing for traits that can be measured 
by testing procedures. The idea of 
pure breeding, which had crystalized 
by about 1900, emphasized selection 
based on conformation, soundness, 
size for age, and balance with some 
emphasis on pedigree. Showing at 
fairs has provided opportunity for 
comparison of animals in respect to 
these points. The shows have served 
to promote interest among breeders, 
to teach the currently favored type, 
and to advance improvement in gen- 
eral. Need has been acknowledged 
for many years, however, for supple- 
mentary methods to speed improve- 
ment of the important traits, such 
as litter size, growth rate, economy 
of gain, and desirability of carcasses 
and to stabilize selection in respect 


to type.

> Denmark has led in organized 
pig testing beginning before 1900, 
and continuing with a definite plan 
since 1907. The basic purpose of 
the Danish plan was to increase the 
market for Danish bacon in Britain. 
The Danes were successful, and their 
progeny testing scheme of pig test- 
ing has attained international recog- 
nition. 

The Danish plan calls for submit- 
ting four pigs of a litter at eight 
weeks of age to a Central Testing 
Station. These litter-samples were 
fed as a unit originally from about 
45 to 200 pounds weight. Pigs were 
slaughtered and the carcasses evalu- 
ated carefully, based on _ require- 


ments for export to Britain. Farm- 
ers who submitted litters for test 
were supplied with records on the 
pigs and encouraged to make full use 
of them in their selections. Those 
who made use of the records and 
maintained required standards for 
carcasses, type, and health of the 
breeding stock became State-recog- 
nized breeding herds. These are 
called breeding centers. Denmark 
has had approximately 250 recog- 
nized breeding centers for many 
years. Essentially all of the boars 
used by Danish farmers are pro- 
duced in these breeding centers. In 
1951 the Danish system was 
changed, from feeding the four pigs 
of a litter as a unit in the same 
pen, to feeding each of the pigs in- 
dividually. 

The Danish pigs have increased in 
length of body, thickness of belly, 
and thickness of the lean streak in 
the belly. They have decreased in 
thickness of backfat, and in units 
of feed required to produce a unit 
of gain. Age at which pigs reached 
about 200 pounds live-weight de- 
creased during the first 20 years of 
testing. But there has been little 
change in that since 1926. Possibly, 
emphasis placed on the carcasses 
since then may have reduced at- 
tention given to growth rate. Re- 
ports on the Danish testing show 
that pigs born per litter increased 
from 10.6 in 1907 to 11.7 in 1953, 
and pigs weaned per litter increased 
from 8.3 to 9.6. 

During the 1920’s progeny testing 
of pigs spread to other countries in 
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Scandinavia, the continents of Eu- 
rope and Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, and more recently to Brit- 
ain. The Danish plan was modified to 
meet conditions existing in each 
country. Reports indicate that im- 
provement of pigs is being made 
generally through testing. 
Record-of-performance testing of 
pigs was being discussed generally 
by leaders in swine production in the 
United States in the early 1920's. 
A plan was developed to feed out 
four pigs from a litter with some 
modification of the Danish plan, and 
to obtain records on the carcasses. 
Tests were initiated with the co- 
operation of hog breeders, State Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Stations in 
Iowa, Minnesota, West Virginia and 
Wisconsin. Breeders discontinued 
submitting litters soon after 1930. 
Litter testing was started in the 
experimental herds at Beltsville, 
Maryland, by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, and by the Iowa Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station in 
1926. These stations have tested 
litters continuously since that time. 


Production Registery and Litter 
Certification in the United States 


> Swine breed associations began 
promoting Production Registry of 
litters, in the late 1930’s, and es- 
tablished standards for numbers of 
pigs and weights of litters. at eight 
weeks of age. In more recent years, 
standards were added for age at 
market weight and meatiness of car- 
casses. Litters meeing the require- 
ments are certified. Currently some 
of the Breed Associations are active- 
ly encouraging on-farm testing of 
pigs. Breed Associations have con- 
ducted Annual Type Conferences, 
beginning in 1938, to focus attention 
of breeders and judges on the trends 
and changes in type. Since about 
1940 barrow shows and carcass dem- 
onstrations have been promoted as 
a further means of improving hog

carcasses. Since about 1946, all 
groups in the swine industry have 
stressed strongly the need for less 
fat and more red meat in hogs. 


Research in Swine Breeding 


> Evidence obtained in projects 
of the Regional Swine Breeding Lab- 
oratory and the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, by about 1950 re- 
vealed the following important 
points in respect to improving hog 
carcasses. 

> 1. That variations in carcass 
traits are high in _heritability— 
usually 30 to 60 per cent. Research 
in other countries has contributed 
information on this point also. (The 
extent to which a trait is controlied 
by inheritance is expressed as herit- 
ability.) 

» 2. That selection for decreased 
fatness is effective and also in- 
creases leanness. 

> 3. That thichness of back-fat 
can be measured in live animals. 
Techniques for doing this were de- 
veloped through the swine breeding 
research. 

> 4. That our hogs can be im- 
proved in meatiness, and improve- 
ment in other traits can be made 
at the same time. 

5. That boars can be fed out 
in tests to measure growth rate and 
economy of gain, and thickness of 
back-fat determined at 170 to 200 
pounds. Thus the selection intensity 
for these traits can be increased, by 
using boars which rate highest in 
tests. Further one is not dependent 
for genetic gains, on the correla- 
tions between slaughtered animals 
and their relatives available in the 
herd. (A period of two to three 
weeks is needed to condition boars 
for service after they are taken off 
test. Some boars need one or more 
months ‘of age to attain sexual ma- 
turity after they reach 200 pounds 
and complete the test.) 


——_. 
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of Agriculture). 


> 6. That on-farm testing of lit- 
ters, or samples of litters where each 
can be kept under the same environ- 
ment should greatly facilitate selec- 
tion for improvement of hog car- 
casses and other performance traits. 


Some trials are now in progress 
to investigate further, the changes 
which occur in hogs when selection 
is based on fatness alone, or lean- 
ness alone. An example is a trial 
by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture at Beltsville, Maryland, with 
two breeds. Three lines are being 
used for each breed. Results with 
the Duroc serve as an example. Se- 
lections in one line are for increased 
thickness of back-fat, in another line 
for decreased thickness of back-fat, 
a third line is maintained without 
selection—a control line. In four 
generations, back-fat thickness in- 
creased from 1.5 to 1.82 inches in 
the high-fat line, and decreased from 
1.5 to 1.25 inches in the low-fat 
line. The contro] line averaged 1.5 
inches also at the beginning and 1.57 
inches after four generations with- 
out selection. Slaughter records on 
samples of pigs show that the low- 
fat line averaged 4.1 percentage 
points higher in yield of lean cuts, 
1.1 square inches higher in muscle 
area of loin eye, and 4.8 percentage 
points lower yield of fat cuts than 
the high-fat line. Photographs of 
a representative pig of the high-fat 
and low-fat lines illustrate a dif- 
ference in the two stocks after four 
generations of selection. 


Testing Stations 


Interest in testing pigs has come 
to life again in recent years. Swine 
Testing or Swine Improvement As- 
sociations have been organized and 


are operating in many States. The 
first testing under the new move- 
ment was started at Ohio State Uni- 
versity in 1954, with a barrow and

gilt as a litter sample submitted by 
swine breeders. Similar testing has 
been initiated in other States. The 
Iowa Swine Producers Association 
established a testing station near 
Ames in 1956, and with the counsel 
of Dr. L. N, Hazel, leader of Swine 
Breeding Research, Iowa State Uni- 
versity, began testing boars. Other 
testing stations in Iowa and in other 
States have initiated similar tests 
for boars. Testing stations have 
been established in about 25 States. 
Some on-farm litter testing has been 
started in several States. This sort 
of testing is needed in addition to 
testing at central stations to in- 
crease the effectiveness of selection 
in pedigreed herds. It can be used 
to the advantage of the individual 
breeder, as a prerequisite to en- 
trance of his pigs in central testing 
stations. Results from the testing 
stations indicate that breeders are 
improving their hogs, particularly in 
leanness and carcasses. For exam- 
ple, thickness of backfat in barrows 
fed out in the testing station at 
Ames, Iowa, decreased from 1.64 in 
1956 to 1.48 inches in 1959. Per- 
centage of lean cuts increased from 
48.5 to 54.3, and area of loin eye 
increased from 3.22 to 3.94 inches. 


Length of carcasses has not changed 
perceptibly. Growth rate of the bar- 
rows has been maintained, while 
progress has been made in improv- 
ing meatiness. Economy of gain ap- 
pears to have improved slightly. 
Average thickness of backfat for 
boars at 200 pounds has decreased 
from 1.46 to 1.17 inches. 


General Accomplishments 


A few points should be related 
in respect to accomplishments with 
hogs during the last 20 years. 


> 1. There is general agreement 
now on the need for more meatiness 
and less fat in hogs. Understanding 
as to what constitutes a meat type 
hog has improved. 


» 2. Swine Breed Associations are 
promoting programs for certifying 
litters on a basis of standards cov- 
ering performance and carcasses, 
and are encouraging on-farm and 
central testing. 


» 3. Hog breeders are cooperat- 
ing with Experiment Stations, Ex- 
tension Services and other agencies 
in respect to litter testing on farms 
and at testing stations. 


> 4. During the last 10 years at- 
tention has been focused on improv- 
ing the basic performance traits, and 
hog carcasses to a greater extent 
than formerly. 


> 5. Commercial hog producers 
increasingly are looking for tested 
boars or for boars with a test- 
background. 


» 6. Packers are improving grad- 
ing and pricing practices, 


> 7. Definite advances are being 
made in establishing swine herds 
free from costly contagious diseases. 


> 8. Improvements in breeding, 
feeding, management and disease 
control during the last 20 years have 
increased the number of pigs mar- 
keted by about .9 pig per litter, 
decreased the age at which pigs 
reach market weight of 200 pounds 
by approximately two weeks, and 
decreased the feed required per pig 
marketed by the equivalent of about 
1% bushels of corn. These are note- 
worthy accomplishments. Pig test- 
ing is expected to be a continuing in- 
fluence in extending improvements.

@ ONE POUND OF 26 PER 
CENT PROTEIN SUPPLEMENT 
per day per steer resulted in the best 
all-around performance in a heavy- 
corn fattening ration including 
stilbestrol in Iowa experiments com- 
pleted last year, Animal Husband- 
man C, E. Summers reported at the 
Iowa State University Cattle Feed- 
ers’ Day this year. 


He said the 1-pound of supplement 
was equally effective whether the 
protein was linseed meal or a mix- 
ture of oil meal and urea. The addi- 


tion of urea to the supplement, Sum- 
mers said, reduced the cost of feed 
per pound of gain. 


Summers added, the use of linseed 
mea] as the protein source improved 
the hair-coat bloom of the cattle 
which was beneficial to the cattle 
at selling time. 


He cautioned that the hay fed 
with this cattle ration, fed at the 
rate of 3 pounds (dry-matter basis) 
per day per steer, contained 14.9 per 
cent protein. This was high-quality 


hay. Many hays used in cattle feed- 
ing do not contain this much protein. 
Therefore, he pointed out, where hay 
of lower quality is used, it would be 
necessary to increase the amount of 
protein supplement in order to get 
the same results obtained with 1 
pound of supplement in these experi- 
ments. The ration must be figured so 
that the total ration is 91% per cent 
protein. Neither is this low level 
of protein able to give best results 
unless stilbestrol is included in the 
ration at the rate of 10 milligrams 
per steer per day. <4

Lambs Respond 
To Antibiotics 

Lambs that received 10 mg. of 
aureomycin per day for the first 28 
days of their feeding period con- 
sumed less feed, used less feed per 
pound of gain and cost $1.28 less 
per 100 pounds of gain than similar 
lambs on the same ration without 
aureomycin, Animal Husbandman 
Walter Woods, Iowa State Univer- 
sity, reported at the Wateloo Lamb 
Day. 

However, he said, a similar lot, re- 
ceiving aureomycin for the full 
length of the feeding period at the 
rate of 10 mg. per day, had a lower 
rate of gain than the control lot. 
Their feed efficiency was about the 
same but cost of gain was higher. 

The test was conducted in cooper- 
ation with the Rath Packing Com- 
pany at the company’s Hill-Top lots 
near Waterloo. Woods said the lower 
gains in the lot receiving aureomycin 
during the full feeding period may 
have been due to a higher disease 
level in this lot. If the disease level 
was higher in this lot then a higher 
level of aureomycin might have been 
needed to protect the lambs. 

Bacitracin fed for the first 28 
days in the test did not increase 
gains, Woods said, but the feed cost 
per pound of gain was lower for the 
lambs receiving bacitracin. Arsonic 
powder, fed at the rate of 3 pounds 
per ton of feed for the first five days 
of the feeding period also resulted 
in increased feed efficiency without 
increased daily gains. The arsonic 
powder is intended to control inter- 
nal parasites. 

The standard lamb fattening ra- 
tion at the Rath yards in this trial 
resulted in .42 pound average daily 
gain and 100 pounds of gain for each 
815 pounds of feed (including hay). 
The aureomycin lot gained .45 pound 
per day and produced 100 pounds of 
body weight with 705 pounds of feed. 
The bacitracin lot gained .42 pound 
per head per day and produced 100 
pounds of gain for 754 pounds of 
feed. The Arsonic powder lot pro- 
duced .41 pound average daily gain 
per lamb and produced 100 pounds 
of gain for 737 pounds of feed. 
Lambs fed Ruelene, as an anthel- 
minic, for 5 days used 898 pounds 
of feed for 100 pounds of gain and 
gained .4 pound a day. Aureomycin 
for the first 28 days saved $1.58 per 
100 pounds of gain, bacitracin saved 
92 cents and Arsonic powder saved 
$1.07 as compared to the control 
ration at the prices assigned for feed- 
stuffs in this test.

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Stilbestrol Implants Most 
Effective in Lambs 


Stilbestrol implants will increase 
rate of gain and improve feed ef- 
ficiency of lambs. 


The effects of three feed additives 
on the rate of gain and efficiency of 
gain of ewes and wether lambs were 
studied. The additives were diethyl- 
stilbestrol given in the feed and as 
an implant and diallystilbestrol giv- 
en in the feed only. 


(Diethylstilbestrol is a synthetic 
compound having properties similar 
to the female sex hormones. This 
compound, in general, has been quite 
consistent in improving feedlot per- 
formance. Diallystilbestrol is also a 
synthetic compound but it has much 
less estrogenic activity than diethyl- 
stilbestrol. However, it is thought 
to have the growth-stimulating prop- 
erties of diethylstilbestrol without 
causing undesirable side effects 
sometimes attributed to that com- 
pound. ) 


Implanted wether lambs in one 
test increased gain over the control 
lot by 53.5 percent, and showed a 
28.0 percent feed saving. Stilbestrol 
in the supplement increased rate of 
gain of wether lambs by 23.3 percent 
and feed efficiency by 24.1 percent. 


The researcher pointed out, how- 
ever, that the trial with the wethers 
was only 39 days and that such a 
large increase may not be obtained 
with smaller lambs fed over a long- 
er period. In a second trial of 53 
days, wethers gained 5.5 percent 
over the control when fed stilbestrol 
and 16.4 percent when implanted. 


Implants improved gain of ewe 
lambs by 15.4 percent and feed sav- 
ing by 8.3 percent. No gain or effi- 
ciency advantages were observed 
with ewe lambs fed _stilbestrol 
through the supplement. 


“Implanted stilbestrol seems to 
give more satisfactory gain and feed 
efficiency response with lambs than 
oral stilbestrol. Carcasses graded 
slightly lower in some cases with 
stilbestrol but this effect was not 
consistent and the implanted lambs 
graded as well as those fed stil- 
bestrol.

Cattle feeding experiments have 
with few exceptions shown increased 
feed intake, increased daily gains 
and better feed efficiency with pel- 
lets, compared with ground, chopped 
or baled roughage rations. 

Feeding pelleted high-concentrate 
rations to fattening cattle has given 
improved feed efficiency, but daily 
gains and feed consumption have 
been lower than with similar non- 
pelleted high concentrate rations. In 
general, it appears that 30 to 40 per 
cent concentrates in pelleted rations 
is the optimum level for increased 
gains and feed efficiency over non- 
pelleted rations. 

Cattle on finely-ground roughage 
pellets or high-concentrate pelleted 
rations, with no access to coarse 
roughage material, may develop 
ruminal parakeratosis. This is 4 con- 
dition involving a thickening or en- 
crustration of the rumen wall. 

Not too much is known about the 
extent to which this condition may 
be a problem, but a small quantity 
of coarse roughage—at least two 
pounds per head per day—is es-

THE ROUGH RIDER PRESIDENT DECLARED:

the farmer. The 
strengthening 
of country life is the strengthening of the whole na- 
tion.”” From schoolhouse meetings, regional hearings, 
and 115,000 written answers to questionnaires the 
American Country Life Commission gleaned and re- 
ported to the Congress. Today we have Soil Con- 
servation, Reforestation, Agricultural Extension, 
Farm Credit, Rural Electrification, and R.F.D., all 
stemming from that report. Whatever would we do 
without them? 


PreRHAPS WHAT WE NEED today is a Second 
Commission on Country Life—non-partisan, non- 

prejudiced, knowl- 
2nd Country Life Commission edgeable of both 

farming and mer- 
chandising, horny-handed, sympathetic—to cut the 
Gordian knot that hobbles the productive capacity 
of our land, labor and know-how. It is inconceivable 
in an atomic age that an answer cannot be found. 
Wool, tobacco and sugar have demonstrated that pro- 
grams based on the nature of the commodity will 
work, to the benefit of the grower and the general 
public, too. 


From green to gold

Try with Milk 


milk stoo] by the late, great JOHN 
BRANDT. It is the Dairy Stabili- 
zation Bill, now safely pigeon-holed in Congress. It 
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Sam Guard’s Roundup 


would create a board of dairymen, with expert ad- 
visors, to survey the amount of milk needed for the 
health and growth of all the people during the next 
marketing year; it would officially proclaim an an- 
nually stabilized price for producers, handlers and 
consumers; and it would assess each hundred pounds 
of market milk with a proper stabilization check-off 
fee that would provide the working capital required 
to handle the surplus. The farmers would support 
their own prices at a parity level! The government 
would be called on to help only as government helped 
the Federal Land Banks and Rural Electrification 
Administration. We could try it with milk. If it 
worked there it might be adapted, commodity by com- 
modity, to other perishables, and maybe to the basics 
too. 


AT THE 13TH ANNUAL MEETING of the Na- 
tional Association of Artificial Breeders I learned 
that a third of the milk cows 
of the United States are bred 
to superior sires, often in 
bullpens hundreds of miles away. Techniques are be- 
ing constantly improved. Most of the 111 members 
now maintain performance-tested beef bulls as well as 
outstanding dairy sires. Artificial insemination of 
meat-type sows is just around the corner. Prof. Enos 
Perry’s historic treatise is brought up to date. The 
goal is “Improved Farm Livestock.” What pleased 
me most was the way Dr. Harry Herman sticks up 
for our family-sized herds.

What's New in Beef Cattle Nutrition? 


@ EXPANSION IN PRODUCTS 
for beef cattle nutrition was an- 
nounced by Merck Chemical Division. 
Merck will immediately begin nation- 
wide marketing of dynafac for the 
beef feeding industry, under an 
agreement with Armour and Com- 
pany, Chicago. 

James E. McCabe, marketing di- 
rector for Merck agricultural prod- 
ucts said Armour, in turn, will be- 
come distributor for Merck ‘Agro- 
zyme.” 

Dynafac premix was developed 
four years ago by Armour. Con- 
trolled tests, both in commercial 
feedlots and at state agricultural col- 
lege experiment stations show dyna- 
fac provides significant weight gains 
and produces earlier bloom, carcass 
improvement, and improved feed 
conversion, Feeder cattle go on full 
feed faster when dynafac is used, 
these tests show. 

This announcement follows 
Merck’s recent addition of two other 
products for beef cattle, ‘“Stabimix”’ 
A, the stabilized dry form of vitamin 
A, and “Argozyme,” for non-medi- 
cated supplements in fattening cat- 
tle rations. 

“Dynafac helps round out the 
growing line of products for large 
animals,” said Mr. McCabe, “the line 
that also includes vitamins, anti- 
biotics, and professional and pro- 
prietary animal health products.” 

“Dynafac fits into today’s pattern 
of modern beef feeding programs, 
with faster finish at lower roughage 
levels,’ Mr. McCabe declared, adding, 
“the tendency toward bloat from this 
type of ration makes the use of 
dynafac, with its anti-bloat activity, 
a definite requirement.” 

Studies across the nation indicate 
the response to dynafac is equally 
good with any kind of grain. It is 
adapted for use in all sections of the 
country, where dynafac has pro- 
duced equal responses in corn, barley 
and milo. In addition, dynafac has 
been shown to help reduce over-eat- 
ing disease and in stopping bacterial 
scours in swine, 

Dynafac has been stocked by 
Merck in company warehouses at 
Teterboro, N. J., St. Louis, Mo., and 
Los Angeles, to make the product 
immediately available in all livestock 
feeding areas. 

They have been a basic supplier 
of microingredients to the feed in- 
dustry over 15 years, and in their 
laboratories vitamin C was first iso- 
lated. The company’s research rec- 


ord also includes initial production of 
vitamins B,, B., niacin, and vitamin 
B,. “Within a few years, Merck 
isolated and produced salts of 
pantothenic acid, and eventually the 
extremely important, highly potent 
vitamin B,,,’”’ Mr. McCabe reviewed. 
“Stabimix” A is the latest element in 
a new and expanding line of vitamins 
especially designed for use in feed- 
lots. 


He also said that dynafac fits into 
the company program that earlier 
discovered the growth-promoting ef- 
fects of penicillin and the develop- 
ment of streptomycin. As the largest 
producer of microingredients for the 
feed industry, Merck holds the basic 
patents for the use of penicillin in 
feedstuffs. Mr. McCabe emphasized 
that they have licensed these patents 
to many feed manufacturers.

What's New in 
the Hog Business 


Repopulating the farms with dis- 
ease-free pigs means that every 
swine farmer can make a new start, 
says Dr. G. T. Woods, University of 
Illinois veterinarian. 


These pigs are taken surgically 
from the sow two to four days be- 
fore farrowing and are raised in 
isolation. With these animals the 
farmer can by-pass disease problems 
that have plagued him year after 
year in spite of good management 
practices. For the two years in 
which a limited disease-free program 
has been operating in Nebraska, 
farmers using this stock have avoid- 
ed such disease problems as virus 
pig pneumonia, TGE, atrophic rhini- 
tis, swine dysentery and external 
parasites, 


It is recommended that farmers 
interested in buying disease-free 
stock discuss this investment with 
their veterinarian. These animals 
are relatively expensive, and they re- 
quire special management practices. 


Six weeks before bringing disease- 
free stock onto the farm, all swine 
must be sold or removed. Lots and 
buildings must be thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected. A_ veterinarian 
should inspect the buildings and lots. 
New stock is then purchased from a 
primary source where pigs are ob- 
tained by surgery, or from a farm 
producing disease-free pigs. All herd 
additions should be purchased from 
these two sources, 


Once the farmer invests in disease- 
free pigs, every effort must be made 
to protect this investment. These 
animals should never come into con- 
tact with other swine. Double fenc- 
ing may be needed to avoid cross- 
fence contact with neighboring an- 
imals. 

The most important single man- 
agement practice is to keep traffic 
in or near livestock areas at a min- 
imum. Feed salesmen, livestock buy- 
ers and visitors should not be al- 
lowed in lots or buildings where ani- 
mals are kept. If an outsider, such 
as the veterinarian, must inspect or 
service the stock, coveralls and boots 
should be kept available for his use. 


These traffic measures are strict, 
says Dr. Woods. To some farmers 
they may appear extreme. But he 
points out that by-passing just one 
disease, such as Virus pig pneumonia, 
is reason enough to restrict traffic 
around swine, 
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
